Majesty King George the Fourth, providing for the establishing of 
Compositions for Tithes in Ireland, and to make such Compositions 
permanent,’ ” as makes any person entitled to the receipt of any 
Composition for Tithes liable as such to the King’s Majesty for the re- 
payment by certain instalments of any advances made under authority 
of the said Act ; and also so much of the said Act as provides for the 
addition of certain sums to the Compositions for Tithes payable out of 
Lands in Ireland, and for the payment thereof, together with and in 
addition to the said Compositions ; and also all provisions in the said 
Act contained in any way relating to the recovery of such instal- 
ments and sums, or enabling any person liable to the payment of such 
Compositions to recover against any person any sum whatsoever on 
account of such liability, shall be and the same is and are hereby 
Repealed : Provided further, That the Lords Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Treasury shall, by warrant under their hands, direct all 
such sums as may have arisen to the credit of the Teller of His

(’) that after adequate provision made for the spiritual wants of 
the members of the Established Church, the surplus revenue shall
